T mentioned that IT had already es- 
tablished a fur post there, and that 
Indians were numerous I refer you 
to Prof. C. Camsell and Dr, R, M. An- 
derson who could inform you T am 
not talking without authority on this 
matter We and all from the north 
whom have conferred, are 
strongly adverse to the use of poison, 

It is not wise that the country 
should be pelsoned without consulting 
the inhabitants. To destroy wolves 
poison te not necessary, and will mean 
destruction of other fur-bearing ani- 
mala. 

If government officials use poison, 
their example ts bound te be followed 
by others, It is not fair that men sup- 
plied by the government should be al- 
lewed to trap and set poison in a coun- 
try where there are other trappers, or 
Indians endeavoring at great hard- 
ships to earn a living.

Moscow says the deal is off, and

When the Allies 
declined to pay so heavy a price 
for so slim an undertaking the eon-
